It is prob- 
able, so it is said, the insurance companies 
themselves have made such terms with 
these men for obvious reasons that there 
will be no sort of action against them 
which would reveal their identity and the 
important part they took in the conspiracy. 


TRACKING PRAKER 


Betrayed by One of the Men in 


TOPEKA, Sept. 4—Dr. G. W. Fraker is 
fn jail here... He arrived last night from 
Minnesota in custody of Chief of Police 
Wilkerson. He talks freely of his disap- 
pearance and tells this story: 

“I did fall into the river the night we 


were fishing and came near being drowned. 
However, there was driftwood floating in 
the stream and.I caught a log and floated 
down the river for a considerable distance. 
Finally I found a place where I could touch 
bottom and waded out on the land. I lay 
there all that night and all day the next 
day. I don’t know just when it was that I 
left the river, but with my clothing muddy 
and bedraggied, my hat lost and my hair 
full of sand, I was in no condition to go 
back to the Springs, and accordingly I came 
to Kansas City. I had formerly stopped at 
a first-class hotel, but this time, because 
of my appearance, I did not want to go to 
one of them, and so went to a rooming- 
house on Grand avenue, south of Fifth 
street, almost diagonally opposite the Cen- 
tropolis. I stayed there four days. On the 
second day I went to Twelfth street, near 
Walnut, ahd bought a razor, and then I 
shaved off all my beard, and if any one in 
Kansas City who knew me had seen me on 
the streets he did not recognize me. At the 
rooming-house no one asked my name, and 
I did not volunteer to tell it. Then I went 
to Chicago. While there I saw Dr. IL. N. 
Love of St. Louis, but he was talking to 
some ladies and I did not-approach him. 
From Chicago I went to Milwaukee and 
stayed most of the fall of that year. By 
that time the name of Fraker had been too 
much advertised; and I told a roommate 
that I was from Denver and my name was 
William Schnell. I went by the name of 
Schnell from that time on. I lived in Wis- 
consin and Minnesota ever since.”’ 

Fraker says Harrie, a member of the fish- 
ing party, betrayed him. He says: ‘Il wrote 
to Harrie from Wisconsin last winter. He 
was in New Mexico then. He answered my 
letter, and I wrote again, but never heard 
from him. In my letter to him I told him 
about a young man, whose name I won't 
mention, who was very kind to me when I 
was sick. I told him the young man’s name 
and I think he wrote to him and got my 
address after I moved into Minnesota. I 
am, satisfied that Harrie gave me away. 
He is in New Mexico now under arrest. 
He was arrested in Moberly two weeks ago 
for burgiary.”’ 

The doctor declareg that none of the ben- 
eficiaries of his will knew that he was alive. 


NOT JOHNNY EDMUNDS. 


The Young Man Who Was Fraker’s 
Champion in Minnesota Wilds.

EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, MO., Sept. 4.— 
When Fraker lived here, Johnnie Edmunds 
was his office boy, and they were regarded 
as on very intimate terms. About two or 
three years ago Johnny’s mother moved to 


Kansas City, and he went with her, but in 
the spring, before Fraker disappeared, he 
was a frequent visitor here, and Fraker 
was his companion. He is what people call 
a “slick’’ young fellow, bright of mind and 
glib of tongue. His mether says he is now 
on th@ ocean. He has always been a great 
rambler, and would leave home and be gone 
for weeks, and no one would know of his 
whereabouts. It is not believed here that 
the young fellow taken with Fraker in 
Minnesota was young Edmunds. 

Some of Fraker’s friends here are willing 
to go on his bond and bail him out, and it 
‘4s said that an effort of the kind will be put 
on foot.

Betrayed by Harrie. 


DENVER, Colo., Sept. 4.—A special to the 
Republican from Baton, N. M., says: Word 
was received here last night that Dr. Geo.

This is contradictory to private infor- 
mation that both Harrie and Phillips had 
been located in Moberly about a week 
ago. It is now surmised that Phillips 
and Fraker were one and the same person, 
and that instead of having been drowned 
Phillips or Fraker made his way to Min- 
nesota, where he was arrested last Sun- 
day through the treachery of Harrie. While 
living here Phillips’ conduct was such as to 
give the impression that he was a fugitive. 


One of Fraker’s Heirs. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 3.—One of the 
heirs of George W. Fraker, the Missouri 
swindler, who was arrested for attempting 
to swindle an insurance company, is an 
intimate of the Whittier State Reform 
School, where he has been quartered for the 
last three years. 

He is a boy 13 years of age named Adolph 
Fraker, a cousin of the doctor. In 1892 
Dr. Fraker visited the coast for the pur- 
pose of locating the children of the family 
of which Adolph was one of seven other 
children. He discovered Adolph in the re- 
form school and took a great fancy to him, 
providing him with costly presents and 
ae his intention of taking the boy 
East and giving him an education. 

He left the coast in the spring of 1892, 
promising to return for Adolph in the fall. 
He corresponded with the boy in the interim 
until the month of July, when Fraker was 
said to have been drowned. 

The finding of Fraker destroyed the 
beautiful castle he attempted to build for 
the boy, and reduces Adolph again to the 
plane of a penniless inmate of the reform 
school. He is being taught the trade of 
a shoemaker.

On leaving the farm with his prisoner 
Hencken drove straight across the fields, 
taking down fences, for several miles.

The 
party was scarcely under way before Wes- 
ley began to show signs of great uneasi- 
ness. He peered into every dark corner 
suspiciously, and. whenever a woody region 
was in sight he would huddle close to his 
captors, begging them to protect him from 
a mob. His fears were unnecessary, for 
during the entire drive to Clayton no one 
was met who paid any attention to the 
party. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter, who had been 
with the posses hunting Wesley since 
Saturday, reached Clayton a short time 
after the arrival of the prisoner. He found 
Wesley seated in Sheriff Garrett’s office. 

He is a repulsive looking coal black negro, 
about 40 years old, slim build, with a stubby 
growth of beard on his neck and chin. He 
wore a dirty pair of brown overalls and 
jumper and had a greasy black slouch hat 
on his head. It took but a little questioning 
to’ draw a full confession from him. He 
stated that he had known Mrs. Marmion 
nearly twenty years and that he went to 
her house Friday evening to assault her. 
On arriving at the house he found a side 
window partly open. He placed a chicken 
eoop under the window and climbed in. He 
stole through the room into Mrs. Marmion’s 
bedroom and found her in bed and asleep. 

“T sneaked up to the bed,’ he said, “and 
put my hand on her. I had just begun to 
pull down the bed-clothes when she woke 


up. 
“ ‘Who's there?’ she cried. I did not say 
a word. Then she threw out her hand and 
it struck my side. Again she called, ‘Who's 
that?” and then she began to scream.

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DURRANT ON TRIAL 


An Important Witness for the State 
Has Been Discovered. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 4—At the 
Durrant trial to-day the taking of testi- 
mony was begun. -The first witness was Dr. 
Barrett, who performed the autopsy on 
Blanche Lamont. 

The Examiner says the prosecution has a 
witness whose testimony will show a 
motive for the murders—something that 
has been lacking heretofore on account 
of Durrant’s standing in social and re- 
ligious circles. The name of the witness 
is Clarence Wolfe, and it is said that he 
will swear that on April 2, one day before 
Blanche Lamont was murdered, he and 
Theodore Durrant -held a conversation, 
which explains with terrible significance 
the young student’s motive for luring the 
unfortunate girl into the sanctuary.

the jiry that on the ernoon of April 2, 
he.

Wolfe will give, has n kept 
found secret by the prosecution. 
fense and the public have held that the 
young friend of the accused would take the 
stand only to speak a good word for the 
man whose life is at stake. Intimations 
were given that Clarence Wolfe would be 
dragged into the case in a manner little 
to his liking, but there was no susp‘cion 
that Durrant had confided to his friend 
the ignoble purpose which inspired him. 

He spoke in words far plainer than those 
which have been published. He left no pos- 
sible doubt of what he meant. The source 
of this evidence is, in the opinion of Capt. 
Lees, one of the strongest proofs of its 
reliability. Had some one enjoying no more 
than a simple acquaintance with Durrant 
come forward with it, there might be some 
doubt, but its sponsor here is one who pos- 
sessed the student’s confidence, shared with 
his pleasures, and took part in much of the 
daily routine of his life.

Freight Cars Burned at Boston.

STREET AND BOAT STREAMS. 


Tenement Houses and the Steamer Bur- 
ton’s Entire Cargo of Hemp De- 
voured by the Fire, 


BOSTON, Masa., Sept. 4.—One of the most 
disastrous fires that has occurred along 
Boston’s water front in years started on 
the docks at East Boston this morning 
and before it could be controlled destroyed 
three piers, two large store-houses, a freight 
shed, fifteen loaded freight cars and a large 
quantity of freight and slightly damaged 
a number of dwellings. The loss is esti- 
mated at $300,000, partly insured. 

The flames were discovered on the end 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad pier in the 
freight shed No. 1, known as “Old Round 
Top,” about 5.o’clock, but an alarm was 
not given until 5:30, and at that hour the 
structure, which was a one-story building, 
several hundred feet in length, was a mass 
of flames. The steamer Burton discharged 
a cargo of hemp at this pier yesterday and 
the entire cargo, with a large quantity of 
flour and other freight in this shed, was 
destroyed. A large amount of freight was 
also thrown into the water from the docks. 

At 6:18 a second alarm was given, sum- 
moning almost the entire Boston Fire De- 
partment, the department from Winthrop 


and the fire-boats. By this time the fire 
had spread to the adjoining docks, at one 
of which the Cunard steamer Cephalonia 
was moored. Before the steamship could 
be towed out of danger her sides were 
ablaze, one of her lifeboats was partly 
destroyed and her rigging was on fire. The 
flames were extinguished, however, as soon 
as she was anchored and she was not badly 
damaged. 

But little of the freight in the big three- 
story warehouses Nos. 4 and 6, owned by 
the Boston & Albany Railway, could be 
removed before the fire fastened on the 
buildings, and in spite of the vigorous 
efforts of the both structures were 
soon almost entirely destroyed.

Chase answered the charge Wednesd 

morning in the First District Police Cou 

with Policeman Ryder of the mounted dis- 
trict. as the principal witness against him. 

Chase pleaded guilty, but was compelled 
to withdraw the pier that Policeman Ryder 
might explain the matter. He was then 
fined $10 and costs. 

Tuesday night Patrolman Ryder, hearing 
a disturbance at the merry-go-round, ar- 
rested Chase while he was flourishing a pis- 
tol to the great alarm of nervous b 
ers. Investigation convinced Ryder that 
if Chase didn’t run away with Mrs. James 
he was ready and wiiling to run away with 
a young woman who was there enjoying 
the dizzy delight of riding on the fiying 
dutchman. Chase, in fact, according to 
the statements made to Mr. Ryder, had 
urged the young woman to accompany him 
elsewhere. Unfortunately for Chase, she 
was with m escort, and according to the 
police end of the story, it was the violent 
objection made by the escort to Chase’s 
Overtures that caused the latter to exhibit 
his arsenal. : 

Once under arrest, Chase told at the po- 
lice station that Re lived at Clifton Heights, 
and then the Sergeant and patrolmen pres- 
ent knew they had the man whom Mr. 
James accuses of robbing him of his wife. 
Being taxed with this he acknowledged 
that he was the man wanted, but said he 
didn’t take Mrs. Chase. He left home Fri- 
day, he said, and did not return because 
James was hunting for him with a loaded 
revolver and he did not care to assume the 
condition of a colander.

I took a 
ride on the flying dutchman, and that about 
finished me. A fellow there said: ‘Look 
here, you've got a gun, haven’t you?’ I 
told him I had, and intended to keep it.”’ 

It may as well be stated here that Mr. 
Chase had a “‘gun,’’ for a chance encounter 
with Mr. James on the highway. 

‘‘Pretty soon,’’ continued Chase, “another 
fellow told me that the first had put the 
‘coppers’ onto me and that I’d better skin 
out. 1 didn’t, and here Iam. I don’t know 
anything about any girl being there,° and 
that’s the truth about the matter, just as 
it occurred. 

“Now, about Mrs. James, I never ran 
away with her. I believe she left her hus- 
band sometime last Friday, but she didn’t 
go with me. She is now at her aunt’s house 
on Locust street, two doors west of the 
church at Bleventh street. Her aunt’s hus- 
band is an expressman; I don’t know her 
name. Friday morning I came down to Con- 
tractor Stewart’s office to make a bid on 
some work. I met some friends who told 
me James was looking for me with a gun, 
and declaring he'd kill me on sight. That’s 
why I didn’t go back home. I’ve been sleep- 
ing with friends every night since then.

James said: 

“It’s a series of lies James has been tell- 
ing about me, and if he doesn’t look out 
he'll get himself into trouble. I didn’t leave 
him and didn’t min away with Edward 
Chase. He put me out last Friday, and as 
I had no other place to go, I came here 
to my aunt. 

“James knew all along that I was here, 
and last Saturday he came around with

The Jefferson Club, declares Mr. Mert- 
wether, has nothing whatever to do with 
the matter, nor was there any effort to sup- 
press the investigation because of the Re- 
publican paper’s alleged ‘“‘startling dis- 
covery.”’ A synopsis of his report was sub- 
mitted to the stret railway officials for their 
criticism, he says, and one of his agents 
called for the papers at the appointed 


time. 

The following letter sent by Mr. Meri- 
wether to Mr. Harry Scullin, explains the 
matter more fully: 

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 2, 1896. 
Mr. Harry Scullin, Vice-President Union 

Depot Railroad Co., St. Louis, Mo.: 

Dear Sir—Knowing the frequency with 
which newspaper interviews misquote or 
misrepresent, { pass by the gratuitously 
discourteous remarks which yesterday's 
Globe-Democrat quotes you as using toward 
me, and address you this letter, not to 
explain what the Globe-Democrat says you 
term my “superlative cheek,’’ but to at- 
tempt to make clear the position of this 
department. I directed my deputy to do 
this. It appears, however, he made him- 
self but imperfectly understood. 

You can but be aware of the existence 
of a more or less general impression that 
the public receives for franchises only a 
small per cent of the true value of such 
franchises, 

Having determined to embody art investi- 
gation of this subject-in my official re- 
port, as I am authorized by law to do 
sought to avoid error as far as possible 
by obtaining my data from official sources, 
and by submitting it, together with deduc- 
tions therefrom, to the holders of public 
franchises for their reply and criticism. 

This department is a servant of the 
whole people, not of any particular politi- 
cal party; and no “vicious assault’ is in- 
tended against franchise holders as seems 
to be imagined. My aim is to be absolutely | 
impartial, and in pursuance of that aim 
I refused to give the press the data col- 
lected by my deputies, submitting it in- 
stead to the street car officials to the end 
that incorrect statements and unwarranted 
deductions might be eliminated before sub- 
mitting my report to the Governor and 
the Legislature. One or more of the street 
car officials s seen fit to give my pre- 
liminary, or tentative, report to the press, 
but as this was without my knowledge or 
consent, this department cannot be justly 
charged with giving forth a hasty or one- 
sided report. In this morning’s Globe- 
Democrat one official is quoted as saying: 

“Tf the Commissioner wanted to compile 
such material why didn’t he go ahead and 
do it? Why did he fix up this bundle of 
charges and unauthenticated reflections 
upon the officers of the street railroads 
and then send the type-written ‘memor- 
andum’ to the men who are assailed? It 
looks queer.” 

As ‘or your replies and those of the other 
street car officials made to my deputy, are 
of similar purport, I am moved to express 
my*surprise at this reception of my effort 
to avoid making public any statement con- 
cerning the street car system of St. Louis 
which might unjustly reflect upon the opera- 
tors of that system. If you and your broth- 
er officials are too engaged—or if you do 
not deem the matter of sufficient import- 
ance—to afford the Labor Bureau the 
benefit of your assistance I shall regret it; 
but I trust that you street car officials 
will, on your part, be able to perceive that 
on you, not upon this department, will rest 
the responsibility if there appear errors in 
my report, which it is in your power, and 
yours alone, to point out and prevent now, 
if you only care to do Bo. 

Although the matter may appear of no 
moment to you, I indulge the hope that 

ou will give the State the benefit of such 
details as you may have on th

Co., Detroit; Finzer Bros., Louisville: the 
Liggett & Meyers Tobacco Co, and the 
Peper Tobacco Co., St. Louis. The plug to- 
bacco manufacturers are at present at odds 
with the American Tobacco Co., and assert 
that the company has encroached on their 
territory by the manufacture of plug to- 
bacco. One threat of the plug tobacco man- 
ufacturers is that they will make cigarettes 
and give-them away to purchasers of plug 
tobacco.

Bonar was\formerlyedge-trimmer for the 
Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. He has been 
out of work two weeks.

At 9:15 o’clock the man reached the Dis- 
pensary. He was nearly dead then. Chief 
Dispensary Physician Jordan, assisted by 
Drs. Kearney, Newcomb and Helwig, took 
heroic measures. Besides the stomach 
pump, permanganate of potash, strychnine, 
whisky, atrdO-morphine and coffee were ad- 
ministered. Twice breathing stopped and 
was restored by artificial respiration. He 
was beaten with paddles and given a 
shower bath of hot and cold water alter- 
nately, but at 11:15 o’clock the heart stop- 
ped. The body was sent to the Morgue to 
await the Coroner’s action. 

The decéased came to St. Louis about a 
year ago from Red Wing, Minn., where his 
mother lives. On two former occcasions 
when out of work he took poison, but his 
wife discovered it promptly and saved his 
life. She accOmpanied him to the Dispen- 
sary, and was almost heartbroken when the 
news of his death was brokef to her.

SCHOOL EMERGENCIES. 


The question of establishing branch 
High Schools should be determined by 
the School Board solely in the light of the 
needs of the applicants for entrance. All 
the room required for the accommodation 
of all the eligible applicants should be 
provided. 

The board should treat every over- 
crowded school as an emergency case to 
which prompt and effective remedy must 
be applied. Whenever a school proves 
inadequate for the needs of its district 
room should be secured and a branch 
opened fin the locality most advantageous 
for the people of the district. 

Preference should be given to the 
grammar schools. The High School and 
kindergarten privileges can better be 
spared than the common schdols where 
the mass of children must receive all 
the education they can hope to get. 

The full enrollment of the schools is not 
yet complete. Several weeks usually 
elapse before all the school children ap- 
ply for places. Between this time and 
the filling of the rolls the buildings and 
additions which President Brockman 
Says were delayed by the strikes and 
other causes should be pushed to com- 
pletion and provision made for every 
congested district. 

If the School Board will energetically 
and efficiently meet all emergencies and 
provide properly for every school appli-

That the wheel will be abused, that it 
will be used by immoral people and under 
circumstances which are hurtful physic- 
ally and vicious morally goes without 
saying.

MISSOURI CROPS AND CATTLE 


A Gratifying Report Issued by the 
State Board ‘of Agriculture. 


] Special to The Post-Dispatch. 


COLUMBIA, MO., Sept. 4—The Missouri 
State Board of Agriculture has issued the 
following estimated condition of agriculture 
and live stock on September 1, showing per- 
centage of condition compared with average 
crop:

All crops show a decided improvement. 

Co has improved in condition from 108 
to ie. per cent of an average crop since 
the Ist of August, and this increase on the 
estimate then made will give a total yield 
for the State in round numbers of 290,000,- 
000 bushels, the largest crop produced in the 
history of the State, and probably larger 
than that of any State in the Union. 

In wheat, seeding has commenced in some 
sections and indications point to a —— 
decrease in acreage—ground generally in 
good condition. 

Tobacco has improved 8 points, cotton 13, 
flax 11, potatoes 3, pastures 5, apples 2, and 

rapes are estimated at 86 per cent, and mil- 
et at 103. 

In cattle, the number that will be corn-fed 
compared with the fall of 1884 has increased 
5 pef cent, The abundant pasturage through- 
out the summer, with an almost unlimited 
amount of corn, should place them on the 
market well matured, and in condition to 
command good prices. There was no doubt

How to Clean Neckties. 


Take eighteen grains of white powdered 
castile soap, five fluid drams of strong 
aqua ammonia, twenty-four grains of gran- 
ulated saltpeter. First dissolve the soap 
in one pint of warm soft water; then ad4 
the saltpeter, and after it has dissolved ada 
the ammonia. Set aside over night, or thea 
equivalent ten hours, and then it is ready to 
use.

Citron Preserve. 

Cut citron in pleces one inch square, bo'l 
in water until soft: drain off water and ad

He showed cleverness in select- 
ing.from the list paralysis and played his 
part so well that Dr. Charcot diagnosed 
his case as locomotor ataxia. Thus labelled 
he enjoyed himself in various hospitals 
geveral years. To be sure there were 
drawbacks. Red-hot -tongs applied to 
either side of the backbone for blistering 
purposes, even when supplemented by in- 
jections of morphine, were among the dis- 
advantages. 

Then the treatment by hanging failed 
to yield pleasure. It was a clever thought 
that suggested Lourdes as a door of es- 
cape. He takes the train and in due time 
arrives, Armed with his crutches and the 
doctor’s q@ertificate he makes his way to 
the sacred grotto of Notre Dame at Lour- 
des, He passes the grounds. For a long 
time he is plunged in devotions. He rises 
a “miraculous cure,’ deposits his crutches 
as a token, alongside of the remarkabj 
collections laid at the shrine of Our Lady 
of the Grotto. He at once becomes the 
sensation of the hour. Zola chose his words 
wisely in describing the case as inéxplain- 
able.

WHEAT. 


Yesterday the market declined in the face of 

vite an array of bullish news and conditions. 
This morning bearish news and conditions predomi- 
nated by a very large majority, and the market 
declined just the same. It has been a lack of buy- 
ers that was the missing link in the cable that 
should hold the market to the bull side. There has 
been an almost utter lack of outside speculation, 
and about the only local buyers were those who 
were short.

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 4. 

A summary of the different States’ weather-crop 
bureaus shows that last week was generally favor- 
able for securing and maturing crops and for plow- 
ing and seeding. Late corn experienced general im- 
provement in principal States and is maturing 
rapidly. Cotton picking is now quite general over 
Southern portion of the cotton region and will con- 
tinue in Northérn portion this week. Complaints of 
rust and shedding continue from Georgia and Ala- 
bama, and the condition of the crop in Arkansas is 
less favorable than previously reported. Cotton has 
improved in North Carolina and late cotton in Texas 
by recent rains, which, however, unfavorable for 
the early crop. In Tennessee cotton is suffering 
from drought. 

Too much rain is still the report from the South- 

west. Not alone has this superabundance of moisture 
ruined the quality of the wheat and flax crops of 
that section, rendering a large portion practically 
unfit for use, bot it is now retarding the gathering 
of corn. The promised grading of new corn in this 
market this nionth will hardly be realized. 
Since September wheat left 70ce on. Aug. 1 last. 
it had declined 10c by this morning and December 
10%c. The decline in Lecember at Liverpool for 
some time was about 5%c per bu.
